liiotlvos arc in nood of repair is characteristic of the poor 
overfall condition of the locomotives operating in the zone. 
The da-iased locomotives consist mostly of those which are 
almost beyond repair and which will therefore usually be 
cannibalized. They may hardly be considered as a reserve. 
Column locomotives are the locomotives operating for the 
Soviets. They are organized into 33 locomotive columns and 
aro considered by the Soviets to be their property a3 booty 
or reparations. Foreign locomotives are locomotives of 
foreign origin, most of which hejve been in the Qoviet none 
of Germany since the end of the war. Most of them are un® 
serviceable because of heavy war damage. Of these locomotives 
2Q were returned to Hungary in February and IQ in March. Small 
stand ard®gauge locomotives are suitable only for switching 
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operations. Host of the narrow^gaugo locomotives have 
gauges of 60 and 75 cm although some have a gauge of IOC cm.
